for the-Government, but not for profiteering em- 
ployers,” they said. Besides, the wage they 
asked was already in force on the Pacific Coast. 

The serious phase of the strike is the thou- 
sands of hours’ work lost even under the speed- 
iest possible adjustment, at a time when every 
single hour’s work by every single man has im- 
portance. 

The Emergency Fleet Corporation had this pre- 
cise possibility in mind last fall when a labor 
board was instituted. and it was provided that all 
differences as to working conditions and wages 
must be settled without cessation of labor. All 
branches gf labor engaged in the shipyards 
agreed to this condition with one exception; the 
representatives of 14 unions signed it, but the 
signature of a fifteenth was lacking. The fif- 
teenth and the exception was the Carpenters’ 
Union, which has inexcusably stirred up the 
present tronble, furnishing an incontestible de- 
nial of their professions of patriotism. 

To insist that ship workers of whatever sort 

must individually and collectively observe in the 
future this indispensable condition of no cessa- 
tion of labor under any pretext of any kind, and 
without. exception or compromise, has become 
vital. 
‘Then, with this thoroughly understood, if fur- 
ther frivolous strike delays come, the presumption 
of pro-German intrigue will become irresistible 
and those responsible can be dealt with accord- 
ingly.

TEST ALL SEED CORN. 

A serious menace to this year’s corn crop has 
developed from the early tests of seed corn. By 
the simple and accurate methods of testing the 
germinating quality of corn now generally used 
by intelligent planters, it has developed that 
much of the corn harvested last fall was touched 
by early frosts to such an extent that it is en- 
tirely without value for seed. Some tests as high 
as 80 per cent and very little as high as 90 per 
cent. 

This condition is described as nothing less than 
an appalling prospect for a season when bumper 
crops are a necessity. Unless 90 per cent seed 
corn is found there must be a great amount of re- 
planting, unless the planter is forewarned, and 
replanting is always dangerous. This condition 
prevails in Missouri, Illinois, Iowa and Kansas, 
and perhaps other states.

THE COST OF FARM EXPERIMENTS. 

When one of the standpat farmers wishes to 
express his entire contempt for the new school 
of farm scientists or “book farmers,’ as he dubs 
them, he points with scorn to the ‘awful cost of 
the experiment stations and other new-fangled 
work.” For years the newer farmers have rather 
treated the standpatter with scorn and when they 
did answer his point as to cost, the sum seemed 
rather large, because the method of states is to 
appropriate for experimental work in two-year 
budgets. But Director E. R. Lloyd of Mississippi 
has spiked this argument, for in his annual report 
he has shown the ratio of expenditure to the num- 
ber of farms in the State, and he proves that dur- 
ing 1917 the cost of experiments was exactly 9 


This brings it down to the average taxpayer 
and he can decide for himself whether the work 
pays or not. From an entirely different, but offi- 
cial, source some figures on the crops are avail- 
able. Mississippi formerly had but one crop— | 
cotton. The staple was sold and everything used | 
was bought. Last year the corn crop in the State | 
was worth $33,000,000, against $3,000,000 the year | 
before. Hogs jumped from $2,000,000 to $4,000,000, | 
cattle from $6,000,000 to $7,500,000, milk ship- 
ments from $100,000 to $800,000 from 1916 to 1917. | 
These crops are practically the result of experi- | 
mentation work. They are, of course, only a part. 
The experiment stations have established the 
market for the hogs, the cattle and the milk, as 
part of its many advancements. So the work is 
certainly worth 9 cents a farm. 
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The man who helps to build a ship will be a | 
big factor in helping to win the war.

ISPATCHES from Costa Rica say the volcano 
Irazu is beginning to spout. Bless me, I have 
seen the volcano Irazu! Shall I ever forget? 

We were beating up the great plateau of Central 
America toward San Jose. I was standing out on the 
platform looking at the coffee growing beside the 
way. Suddenly we emerged from behind a height of 
land on the right, and there, beautiful as a dream— 
its great blue stack silhouetted against a red sky—a 
light gray film of smoke streaming straight across the 
horizon—a picture like nothing else I had ever. seen 
—was Irazu! 

‘Great Caesar!’’ I exclaimed to the brakeman 
who was standing beside me. ‘‘Is that a volcano?’’ 

‘*The volcano Irazu,’’ he said. ‘‘In a little while 
we shall see Cartago, which Irazu has twice knocked 
down.’’ 

‘*‘Do you mean it just goes Bang like the gashouse, 
and knocks everything down on this plateau?’’ I 


asked, 
‘* Not just that way,’’ the brakeman answered. 


(Don’t fool yourself about the brakeman. He was a 
Jamaican black, and all the Jamaican blacks speak 
better English than is dictated and written on Wash- 
ington avenue.) ‘‘What generally happens is this: 
The volcano gets a big head of steam on, and causes 
an earthquake. In a few minutes you will see Mr. 
Carnegie’s peace palace at Cartago, which Irazu 
knocked down last May just as the workmen were 
finishing it up.’’ 

‘*‘Then Irazu has internal hemorrhages, so to 
speak?’’ I suggested. 

‘*That’s it,’’ the brakeman agreed. ‘‘It has been 
a long time since it blew up, but it has rocked all this 
country pretty hard a good many times. It constant- 
ly smokes.’’ 

A moment later we went through Cartago—still 
picking itself up.

OUR SOLDIERS IN FRANCE. 


HE boys behave pretty well over here. 
‘Some fall down with a splash on 
pay day, but you couldn’t get together 
thousands ofisoldiers of: any nationality 
on earth without having trouble with a 
certain nurfwtr. So we sée a few dat 
occasionally, in spite of.the rigid precau- 
tions taken: to prevent this and the fact 
that the punishment is very severe. That 


‘| is unavoidable. We don’t permit a drop of 


booze in the messes or camps that are un- 
der our control; but the French retain’ con- 
trol of their towns, and if they want to sell 
wine in their cafes it is none of our busi- 
ness.

places by our own troops. 

What I want to emphasize is the low 
percentage of crimes. A few men may get 
lit up and go around telling what they'll 
do to the Kaiser and Ol’ Man Hindenburg, 
but serious offenses are mighty rare. We 
had to hang one fellow; but boiling in off 
would have been too good for him, and 
there wasn't a man in his regiment who 
didn’t think so. It was a fine object les- 


}son of American justice to the French. 


They flocked from miles round to see the 
execution; and now that the whole coun- 
try knows that any offense against the 
civilian population by our soldiers will be 
punished with an iron hand. Of all that 
has happened over here so far, and be- 
yond every tribute paid ns for our work 
in training and in. the trenches, I am 
proudest of a little incident that occurred 
the other night. 

I was at division headquarters, which is 
in a town of about 11,000 population. It 
was fairly late, and dark as the michief. 
The alerte had sounded for an air raid, and 
consequently even the few lights which 
are wsually permitted in the streets were 
doused. All the windows were carefully 
curtained; none of the people moved about, 
and our own men had long since gone to 
bed in their barracks and billets.* Well, I 
started from the chief of staff's office to 
my billet along a deserted, stone-paved, 
echoing street. It was dark as a tomb; 
I had to feel my way for fear of tripping. 
From somewhere in the sky came an angry 
hum, and looking up I perceived a tiny 
light winking amid the black clouds: one 
of the French airmen, who had gone up 
to tackle the invader, was signaling to the 
others. Suddenly somebody emerged from 
a side street and bumped into me, and I 
made out two dim, shawled figures. . One 
was a woman, the other a young girl. They 
screamed and ran. 

“Don’t be frightened!" I shouted. 

Instantly they stopped. One of them 
gave a nervous laugh of relief. 

“Tt’s all right, child,” she said in French, 
“He’s American.”

British lines of communication. And 
this is the first essential. The sep- 
aration of grades in railroad con- 
structions is not more important 
than the separation of railroad lines 
in maintaining armies. The first 
problem of the Americans was to re- 
build and reorganize the French rail- 
roads in such fashion as to give them 
direct and adequate communication, 
subpject to no interference growing 
out of any emergency o nthe French 
or British fronts. Only then could 
they begin to take over a portion of 
the front. 

Now we may assume that this task 
has been pushed forward to such a 
point as to enable a beginning to be 
made and we may conclude that it 
will be carried on further until the 
American troops are supplied with 
adequate communications to main- 
tain from 500,000 to 1,000,000 men 
on the front between the Moselle and 
the Swiss frontier. When this work 
is completed the alHed front will 
actually resemble one army’s front, 
the right wing held by the Ameri- 
cans, the center by the French and 
the eft wing by the British, each 
having its own independent organi- 
zation and communications and each 
capable of conducting either de- 
fensive or offensive operations on its 
own front without relation to the 
needs or emergencies of its neighbor. 

Some Sentimental Reasons. 

It was in part at least because of 
the problem of communications, I 
believe, that our troops were sent to 
Lorraine. To put them elsewhere 


would have meant to reorganize the 
'French and British front, in Cham- 
pagne, Artois or Flanders, while that 
|front was active and thus disarrange 
| all allied operations last year, for the 
| Ww ork had@ to be begun just as soon 
as an American contingent was or- 
dered to France. But the Lorraine 
front was inactive, had been inactive 
for nearly three years and, until the 


Russian collapse was complete, Ger- 


many had no reserves to use in an 
offensive there. 

So much for the reasons why 
Pershing’s army is in Lorraine; if 
you add that the French naturally 
appreciated the moral value of plac- 


ing our troops opposite their lost 
provinces, both because these troops 
would see and inform their fellow- 
countrymen of the basis of French 
desire to reconquer their own and be- 
cause they believed that if Alsace- 
Lorraine were reconquered by Amer- 


| ican troops it would be retained for 


France in any peace negotiations 
with American approval, I think you 
have summed up the whole case, but 
the sentimental considerations seem 
to me far less important than the 
material. We were put in the one 
place where we could be put with 
the least difficulty and greatest ad- 
vantage, in a place where no imme- 
diate attack, dangerous for newly 
trained troops, was to be expected. 
Now, as to this country itself, what 
is the region like, the region in 
which so many thousands and even 
hundreds cf thousands of American 
troops are to represent us in our 
‘irst European campaign? Actually 
the Americans hold some little 
stretch of front between the Vosges 
and the Heights of the Meuse, in the 
great gap between these two natural 
obstacles, through which so many 
invasions have come in the past cen- 
turies, the gap through which the 
yermans sought to penetrate in 1914 
as they did in 1870. In this gap were 
fought in August and September 
some of the bloodiest engagements 
of the whole war and on either side 


| of the present battle line stretches 


a district of destroyed villages and 
towns, of which Vitrimont and Ger- 
beviller are but the most famous ex- 
amples. 


A Strange Iand. 

This region is in reality a great 
plateau, a shoulder of the Vosges, ex- 
tending to the Ardennes, cut deeply 
by many swift-flowing and clear 
streams, which gather to make the 
Metrthe and the Moselle consider- 
able rivers even before they unite 
below Nancy. In this rolling coun- 
try there are high hills from which 
you have broad outlooks and two 
of these hills or groups of hills, the 
Grand Couronne east, and the Saf- 
fais-Belchamps plateau west of the 
Meurthe were the bulwarks of the 
French resistance, when they made 
their last desperate stand after their 
heavy defeat at Morhange in August, 
1914. 


I know of no American country- 
side quite like this. The little vii- 
lages are mainly without shade trees, 
they suggest vaguely some of the 


that care which is characteristically 
French. 

I do not think the portion of our 
American troops who come from New 
England, from northern New En- 
gland, will feel any great strangeness 
in the landscape in which they are 
now living. They will find much to 


remind them of home, far more than 
they would find in Flanders or even 
in Artois. They will, too, feel at 
home, I am sure, beside the rapid 
little rivers, so clear and so beautiful. 
Save only in the winter months, it 
should be a pleasant sector, so far 
as climate is concerned. At the south- 


ern end lie the Vosges, the valleys 
filed with towns famous as summer 
resorts, but I shall not now discuss 
this Vosges sector, because I do not 
believe we'shall take it over for many 
months. 

Now as to the front between the 
Meuse near St. Mihiel and the Mo- 


selle at Pont-a-Mousson, in which the 
recont German official statements 
place the American troops at the 
present time.

sunburned towns I have seen in the 
suburbs of Algiers, towns of Spanish, 
not French colonists, for the French 
colonist plants his trees and organ- 
izes ‘his central ‘‘Place’’ before he 
begins to build his house. These 
villages stand on gently rolling hills, 
many of them with hardly more than 
a single street. @ They suggest prox- 
imity to an open frontier by a cer- 
tain impermanence, as if the inhab- 
itants, foreseefhng long the charac- 
ter of the invasion that was to come, 
hesitated to waste effort in adorn- 
ing them. 

Looking eastward from the Grand 
Couronne or from the Saffais Pla- 
teau one sees a succession of rolling 
ridges, on a clear day a very wide 
countryside is visible. From the old 
frontier a number of small rippling 
streams, little more than brooks, 
come down rapidly to the Meurthe 
which flows in a valley suggestive of 
the Upper Hudson or the Merrimac, 
or, better sti, the Connecticut. In 
places the sky is darkened by the 
smoke of furnaces, for all this region 
is full of iron and much of French 
war material is made here. Yet the 
general nature of the country does 
not suggest an industrial land, like 
Pittsburg or the “Black Country” 
of England. 

Famous Fighting Ground. 

Toward the frontier, which for a 
long distance follows the little river 
Seille, a stream which falis into the 
Moselle at Metz, there are many for- 
ests, forests famous forever for the 
desperate fighting of the early days 
of the war. From the Grand Mont 
at the southern end of the Grand 
Couronne, it is possible to get an illu- 
sion of looking down into a real Adir- 
ondack forest, with little lakes scat- 
tered through the woodland. Look 
ing toward Germany, too, the im- 
pression of wilderness increases, al- 
though it is hardly an accurate tn- 
pression, for the fields and even the

Even more familiar, I suspect, in 
the letters and descriptions of our 
soldiers and correspondents will he 
the town of Luneville, a dozen miles 
to the south, which has too its own 
flavor of dignity due to another pal- 
ace of a royal family. Luneville 
fs more directly behind the point at 
which the Germans took their first 
American prisoners a number of 
weeks ago; it is hardly five miles 
'from the exact place, which was 
‘near Parroy. Luneville was less for- 
tunate than Nancy, the Germans 
took it in August, 1914, and held it 
for more than 10 days. As you en- 
ter the town from the east, along 
the road which will be followed by 
many of our soldfers, unquestionably, 
you see many ruined houses, al- 
though the town has by comparison 
with many occupied cities, suffered 
little and its people are all back at 
their homes. 
Where Many Germans Fell. 

Looking down the Meurthe from 
Luneville you may see the forest of 
Vitrimont and, I believe, the towers 
of the cathedral at St. Nicholas du 
Port, another town Americans will 
know well. In the forest of Vitri- 
mont the German avalanche was 
stopped. Westward from these woods 
they came under the massed fire of 
French guns on the plateau of Saf- 
fais above and west of the Meurthe 
and were slaughtered by the thou- 
sands, as they sought to cross the 
river. Near the forest, too, is the lit- 
tle town of Vitrimont, which is being 
rebuilt by an American woman, a 
sort of outpost of America, well with- 
in sound of German guns. And 
north and south of Vitrimont are a 
score of other little towns, murdered 
in the terrible days of August and 
September, before the Germans were 
checked. 

North of Luneville in the destroyed 
town of Crevic is the ruined home of 
Gen. Lyautey, who saved Morocco 
for France, who sent out of the latest 
of French acquisitions thousands of 
troops to fight the Germans. And 
in sheer spite the Germans burned 
his home as they did that of Presi- 
dent Poincare in another Lorraine 
village.

JURY OUT FOR SIX HOURS |

After one juror had stood ogt for 
acquittal for six hours and it was 
apparent there was no chance for 
agreement, Judge Miller, at noon 
yesterday, discharged the jury in the 
attempted arson case against Max 
Greenburg. Edward Milner and 
Michael (Split) Connors, charged 
with being ‘“‘torches” in a plot to 
burn the Christen Bellows Co. plant. | 
| Louis Cadeiux of 3401 Eads ave-| 
nue, foreman, in the presence of 10 | 
other jurors, after their discharge, | 
made it known that the juror who 
held out for acquittal was Harvey | 
Fox, a woodworker, of 2435 South | 
Second street. The first ballot, 11 | 
to 1 for conviction, was taken five | 
minutes after the jury went out at! 
'5 p. m. Friday. When they had not! 
/agreed at 9 p. m. they were per-. 
mitted to go home, resuming delib- | 
erations at 10 a. m. yesterday. 

In explaining his vote to the other | 
jurors, Fox said he was convinced | 
| by testimony and the argument of | 
‘Simon S. Bass, attorney for the de- | 
'fense, that there was no attempt at | 
arson because the arrest was the re- | 
‘sult of a plot between the police and | 


the Christen company, and that it

FRANKLIN HAS SPLENDID 
RECORD FOR ECONOMY 


If anyone were to place his finger 
upon that element in motor car buy- 
ing which has developed most no- 
ticeably within the year, it would 
be the demand for facts and records 
of performance on which prospective 
owners may base their judgment. 


Without question, the “eye ap- 
peal” will continue to be an influ- 
ence as long as automobiles are sold, 
but the desire to know miore about 
one’s motoring, the necessity in these 
times to get the utmost efficiency 
from automobiles, t inducing the 
most careful compilation of gasoline, 
tire and oil consumption data, and 
items like repair expense and depre- 
ciation.

Over 580 miles of the worst roads

Verdict Calléd Excessive.

)ger, MH. J. Eggman, Charles P. Wise’ 
' and Scherer, owners of the tract, the 
Iilinois State Trust Co., trustee for 
\the owners, and Prosper J. Soucy, 
¥ ho holds a mortgage against Scher- 
er's interest. In order to effect a 
connection between -the ‘Terminal 
Railway and the Cotton Belt Rail- 
way it was necessary to use three- | 
tenths of an acre of the Ofthwein | 
tract of 488 acres. The Terminal | 
company offered $1000 for the acre. 
The owners demanded damages of 
$1000 an acre for the entire tract. 

At the first trial of the case 11 of 
the jurors wanted to give damages 
ranging from $8000 to $12,000. The 
twelfth held out for $100,000. While | 
they wrangled one of the jurors be- | 
came sick and a mistrial resulted.

A table prepared by W. P. Manse, indsutrial agent of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railway, was also given, which valued the fuel saved under 
the order in 18 of the larger cities of the country at $137,377,589. The 
loss in wages and manufactured products in these cities was put at 
$4,344,070,000. The figures in part follow: 


It is pointed out that these figures, prepared by Manse for Director- 
General McAdoo, are considerably higher than thése prepared by the 
Black Diamond experts, and the publication gives them because they 
are considered official, while criticizing their accuracy.

The shore batteries drove the en- 
emy craft off after some property 
damage had been done. 


Cases have not been infrequent of 
German submarines bobbing up off 
the British coast and shelling shore 
points. Yarmouth was bombarded 
Jan. 14. It is not often, however, 
that the U-boats have cared to take 
chances with such a well-defended 
town as Dover, the most important 
port in Southeastern England, op- 
posite Calais, on the Straits of Dov- 
er, across which flows a constant 
stream of war traffic between En- 
gland and France.

UNDER SWISS SEAL 


Alleged German Agent in Phila- 
delphia Was Allowed to 
Proceed Under Watch.

'carried this information to a man in 
| Philadelphia, who transmitted it to 
|'Switzerland. We not only knew she 
| was doing this, but we permitted hex 
'to do it in order to learn the source 
'of transmission.”

The Medal of Honor, which was 


lawarded only by act of the President, 


may now be awarded directly by the 
commanding General to a person 
mortally wounded or otherwise, al- 
though he must send a recommenda- 
tion by cable. Many men considered 
eligible to receive either the new 
cross or medal for heroism and meri- 
torious conduct since April 6, 1917, 
will be taken into account. Either 
medal may be awarded pothumously. 
Each medal, accompanied by a bar 
of the same color and a ribbon sim- 
ilar to the present service bars may 
be worn on the field, as is done by 
soldiers of other armies. 

There are the same regulations as 
the French régarding subsequent re- 
wards, an oak leaf is pinned to the 
medal and ribbon bar in case the 
heroism justifies mention in War 
Department orders, and silver when 
mentioned in general orders. The 
French have bronze, silver and gold 
leaves. Five bronze leaves equal one 
silver, and five silver leaves equal 
one gold leaf. 

Awards for the Wounded. 

Every six months’ service in the 
advanced zone entitled officers and 
men to a gold service chevron, worn 
on the lower half of the left sleeve 
of the coat.

Several 
wounds on the same day mean only 
one chevron. Many men are already 
eligible for this chevron. Only offi- 
cers and enlisted men are eligible for 
chevrons. 
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This court would have the same 
jurisdiction over questions affecting 
international relations and inter- 
national law that the Supreme 
Court of the United States has over 
all cases in law and equity arising 
under the Constitution of the United 
States and treaties made under its 
authority.

The principle upon which this action 
will rest has been stated with 
characteristic precision by Mr. As- 
quith when he said that the rule of 
the authority of an _ international 
court must be supported in case of 
need by the strength of all; that is, 
in the last,resort, by armed force.’’ 

“For the cuccess of this Court, it 
is imperative that secret internation- 
al understandings be deprived of any 
validity whatever in international 
law. it would be well to provide 
as a condition of the validity 
in international law of any treaty 
between two contracting powers, a 
copy of it must be deposited, imme- 
diately upon its ratification, in the 
archives of the International Court 
of Justice at The Hague. There 
would then be at 
public depository for every existing 
valid treaty. So far as the Covern- 
ment of the United States is con- 
cerned, secret treaties are not prac- 
ticable, since every treaty must be 
ratified by the Senate. It has been 
quite customary in Europe, how- 
ever, even in the cause of some demo- 
cratically governed countries, to 
| keep from the knowledge of Parlia- 
ments and of the people internation- 
al understandings and agreements 
that are entered into from time to 
time. 

“It should be clearly understood 
that any such plan of international 
co-operation as is proposed involves 
giving up the absolute right of any 
Government to deal finally, and 
without appeal except to war, with 
questions arising out of treeéées or 
relations between itself a me 
other Government.

societies to produce every other 
r weapon of tactful offense; the armed 
-and protected mobile gun platform 
which the British call tanks, and 
| whatever new device either side may 
produce.

HIS situation has been brought 
T to a focus by the increased 
cost of baseball, which rise has 
becn coincident with the advance in 
practically all commodities since the 
beginning of the war. It is for this 
reason that the magnates have de- 
cided to increase the admission prices 
for 1918 and Rickey is of the opin- 
ion that even this increase will not 
be. sufficient to meet the added ex- 
pense. _ 

“tt is to be expected that the pub- 
lic may look unfavorably on the raise 
in prices at the beginning,’ said 
Rickey. “But when they under- 
stand what we are facing I am sure 
they will see that it was absolutely 
necessary.

The old saying, “No loss without 
some gain,’ applies to the poultry 
feed situation. High prices of feeds 
have made poultry keepers consider 
values of feeds as never before, and 
they are rapidly learning how to buy 
more economically. 

While farmers have, as a rule, fed 
their poultry the grain that was 
cheapest on the farm, many poultry 


specialists and most small poultry 
keepers have been accustomed 
use their favorite poultry feeds with- 
out considering either the quality of 
the supply or the possibility of using

cheaper substitutes. 


This attitude of the buyers of 
poultry feeds has made it easy for 
feed dealers to sell low-grade and 
damaged grain at much § higher 
prices than could have ‘been  ob- 
tained if poultry keepers’ every- 
where were studying and practicing 
economy in buying feeds. When 
buyers of poultry feeds buy with ref- 
erence to quality and ‘price as com- 
pared with the cheapest grain on 
the market, the price of that grain 
will control the prices of all other 
grains for poultry feed. 


Corn Usually Cheaper Feed. 

Under normal conditions, corn is 
in nearly all parts of the United 
States the cheapest poultry feed. At 
present oats’ are nearly everywhere 
cheaper .than corn, and in some 
parts of the country barley is cheap- 
er than oats. -When corn goes down 
to $1.50 a hushel, oats should be 75 
cents and barley $1.20 a bushel to

The relative commercial feeding 
values of the grains are most read- 
ily computed by using the prices per 
hundred pounds, taking corn as the 


rough comparison. of its feeding 
value with that of corn. 

It is not practicable to make ac- 
curate calculations for this purpose, 
but a calculation which assumes 
that, except for indigestible matter 
and deterioration, the common 
grains are, pound for pound, of the 
same feeding value, and rates them 
accordingly will meet the require- 
ments of the case. 


Judging Quality of Feed. 

The common characters and con- 
ditions of grain which roughly de- 
termine their values as poultry feeds 
are easily. estimated by the eye or 
by weight or bulk in measures or 
containers of known capacity. 

Good cracked corn is hard, bright, 
clean, and:free from soft and chaffy 
particles. Corn that is crushed (not 
cracked), .and, shows much soft, 
chaffy, and scaly matter, sheuld be 
rated proportionately below g0o0d 
cracked corn in feeding  vatue.

Experts Advise Killing 
Chieks Weak at Birth 


This advice given by the Ohio Col- 
lege of Agriculture seems a little bit 
but it is probably worth fol- 
lowing: 

Do not under any ‘circumstances 
help chieks out of the shell. Chicks 
which do'not have enough vitality to 
get out of the shell, either because 
of a lack of vitality in the egg or be- 
cause of faulty 
worth having. 

Kill and burn all weak or crippled 
chicks as soon as the hatch is over. 
Weak chicks are always a menace to 
the flock.

Massart, Baron von Bissing, turning 

over some documents on his desk in the 
Kommandantur, in Brussels, which was 

his headquarters, came upon a surprise 

which caused him to turn livid with 

fury. It was a copy of La Libre Bel- 

gique. Part of the exasperating mystery of this journal 
was that whenever a number appeared a copy found its 
way to the Governor’s desk or bobbed up in his mail. 

But this particular copy was adorned with a frontis- 
piece, which was a snapshot of the Baron himself, in 
the very act of perusing La Libre Belgique. No won- 
der that the Governor rang his bell in a frenzy; that 
secretaries, aides, chief of the Espionage Bureau, came 
running in terror! Soldiers went scurrying over Brus- 
sels, looking for the perpetrators of this “outrage,” but 
in vain. 

Von Bissing had already offered a reward of $1000 to 
anyone who would denounce the eCitors and printers 
of La Libre Belgique. He now raised the amount to 
$5000, and soon afterwards to $15,000. Not only did 
these offered bribes fail, but in February, 1916, the 
newspaper had-its revenge in a classic jest at the ex- 
pense of the Germans. 

>The Kommandantur was thrown into excitement one 
day by a message stating that the editor of La Libre 
Belgique was ‘a certain Andre Vesale, who could be 
found at the Place de Barricades in Brussels.” De- 
tachments of troops were rushed feverishly to the spot, 
and the journal in its next issue showed a photograph 
of them, surrounding and gaping in chagrin at the 
statue of Andreas Vesalius, the distinguished anatomist, 
who died in 1564! 

Another frontispiece, for the fiftieth issue of the 
paper, was entitled “The Kaiser im: Hell,” and was in 
imitation of Wiertz’s well-known painting, “Napoleon 
en Enfer.”’ Still another was a photograph of King 
Albert. Standing in text. under the title on the first 
page were always three quotations from patriotic ad- 
dresses by King Albert, Cardinal Mercier and M. Max, 
the courageous Mayor of Brussels. The paper’s tele- 
graphic address was ironically given as “ Kom- 
mandatur, Brussels’’—a telling shot at the ernor. 


‘ And in the issue of October, 1915, the editors printed a 


long open letter to His Excellency Baron von Bissing, 


pointing out how futile it was for his spies te try to 
_ @iscover the whereabouts of their printing office. | 


“You forget,’ they told him, “that in Belgium a 
promise is a sacred engagement, binding the one ~who 
makes it as firmly as an oath and better than a diplo- 
matic treaty. We are not Germans; do not, therefere, 
measure other people’s corn by your own bushel. 

“As to killing La Libre Belgique, do not count on 
that. This paper is a will-o’-the-wisp, which issues from 
the tombs of those whom your cornpatriots massacred 
at Louvain, Tamines and Dinant, and which pursues 
you. But it is also the ignis fatnus issuing from the 
graves of the German soldiers who fell at Liege, at 
Waelhem ard on the Yser. These now see for what an 
execrable plan of domination they were sacrificed to 
the Moloch of- war, under the pretext of defending their 
native land. % 

“Finally, this journal is also the voice of all the 


mothers, the voice of all the widows and orphans who. 


weep for those who are lost. It is a voice which is 
Gaily increasing in intensity. It resounds over all our 
provinces and passes beyond our frontiers. It wil] 
not cease to be heard until the last of your soldiers and 
agents has ceased to tread the soil of our country, 
which you invaded with a total disregard of all law.” 

And in still another issue there is a notice wittily

honorable ecclesiastic who desires to speak to them 
about La Libre Belgique, the good this journal is doing, 
etc., they are begged to take this cassocked boche by 
the arm and forthwith show him the door. At the same 
time, those who think it their duty to accompany this 
dismissal with a kick, are free to do so.” 

It was this journal which resurrected the fact that 
Baron von Bissing had been guilty of looting during 
the Franco-Prussian War. The source of this enlight- 
ening information was irreproachable; it was the nar- 
rative of an eyewitness, an American journalist, Dr. 
Scoffern. La Libre Belgique reprinted the story, with 
only this comment: “Belgium governed by the looter 
of St. Cloud!’ The thievery occurred on the occasion 
of the burning of the palace of St. Cloud, when Von 
Bissing was a Lieutenant on the staff of the Third 
Army. : 

In addition, not a calumny, not a Hun trick to dis- 
hearten the Belgian population and make them believe 
they were betrayed by their King and the allies, not 
a lie from the notorious Wolff agency, not a menda- 
cious poster or pamphlet circulated in Germany, was 
suffered to escape detection by the alert editors. They 
had sources of information which enabled them to tell 
the truth. Their especial delight was to “show up” the 
fa'sifications of the German official bulletins. 

Side by side with this serious part of its work, La 
Libre Belgique’ gave a certain part of its space to the 
lighter side of political journalism. There was a uni- 
versal roar of laughter among the Belgians over one of 
its exploits of this kind. L’Ami de l’Ordre was a jour- 
nal permitted to appear at Namur under supervision. 
One day it printed a poem, under the title ““Le Guerre,” 
in the space alloted generally to proclamations of Gov. 
von Bissing. The censor had passed the verse without 
suspicion. 

A burst of Rabelaisian hilarity went up when La 
Libre Belgique gravely pointed out that some wicked 
farceur had taken advantage of the simplicity of the 
censor. For the verse, on inspection, proved to be an 
acrostic applying a most insulting epithet to the Ger- 
mans. To give the incident a still richer relish, the stu- 
pid Governor of Namur, Baron von Hirschberg, fulmi- 
nated dire threats against the culprit, whom he never 


_ caught, by means of posters pasted up on all the walls 


of the city.

Again an.applicant appeared before the: boches and 
declared his readiness to work for them, in order to 
get potatoes, and even to work for them exclusively.

“He hasn’t got one,” said the peasant.

“That would be a reflection on my donkey.” 

This newspaper published 100 issues between Feb. 
1, 1915, and Dec. 31, 1916. There are said to have been 
10,000 copies of each issue printed, and as it was passed 
from hand to. hand, its reading public was probably 
many times: that number. The work of distribution 
was so cannily carried on that only in a few instances 
did Von Bissing’s agents ever succeed in catching a 
person with a copy in his possession. 

Tnis is despite.the fact that at one period every ring 
at the doorbell suggested to the inhabitants of Brus- 
sels that the police had called to search the house for 
the paper. Persons carrying portfolios and bundles on 
the street were stopped and made to turn out every 
scrap of paper they had. Von Bissing once arrested 
seven of the leading printers in Ghent and threatened 
to keep them in jail until the editors of the paper re- 
vealed themselves. He held the prisoners a month and 
then grumblingly turned them loose, having learned 
nothing. 

The paper played with the Gérfman agents by giving 
them false clews. It stated once that its place of pub- 
lication was “an automobile cellar,’ and the Teutons 
went on a wild-goose chase through all the garages in 
Brussels. Then, in a frontispiece for February, 1916, 
Von Bissing was pictured seated at hi§f desk, surround- 
ed by search warrants, while the journal’s plant, mount- 
ed on a train of three automobiles, rolled serenely 
past. The title under the caricature -was “Chagrin 
d’amour,” and beneath, in French, was the distich: 
“For a year I have sought thee, by night and by day, 
And still, little horror, you escape me alway.” 

Thus was the truth spread and love of liberty kept 
alive among a heroic people whom the Germans be- 
lieved they could enslave and blind by force.

ITERARY history has more than once 
proved that a man may write flamingly 
about romance and still miss romance in 
his own life.. This paradox is once more 
presented today in the case of Harold 
Bell Wright, the former Missouri preach- 
er, who has become the nation’s champion 

fabricator of best-sellers. He coutd tell for the delight 
of hundreds of thousands of readers, in “The Winning 
of Barbara Worth,” how another man made conquest 
of a woman’s heart; and proclaim to other multitudes 
in “Their Yesterdays” his heartfelt eloquence on the 
subject of love. Yet he could not win the love of his 
own wife, and his own romance has perished into the 
yesterdays. 

The shipwreck of his matrimonial bark was an- 
nounced to the world a few weeks ago, when he filed 
suit for divorce at Los Angeles. Since then the time 
has passed in which, under the law, Mrs. Wright was 
at liberty to file an answer. As she failed to do so, the 
presumption was that she would not oppose the suit. 
In fact, it was stated that she had accepted a large 
property settlement, arranged out of court. A court 
decree, it was anticipated, would soon write “Finis” 
at the end of the popular writer’s marital book. 

‘‘Mental cruelty” is the charge which Wright brought 
against his wife and the mother of their three sons. 
Friends explain that behind this phrase lies the story 
of a clash of unsympathetic temperaments, such as has 
often occurred in the marriages of artists and literary 
men. His wish, they say, is often to immerse himself 
for days in a dream of his characters and plots, in 
which state he becomes totally oblivious to all out- 
side matters. With these moods his wife had little pa- 
tience, and did not scruple to break in upon them with 


_ practical interruptions. 


Such invasions were fatal to the novelist’s inspira- 
tion, in his own view, because of his peculiar habits 
of composition. He told the writer of a recent article 
in a literary magazine that he cannot compose until his 
characters “begin to talk to him.” In order to win 
them into conversational willingness, he throws him- 
self into a spell of concentration bordering on self- 
hypnosis, which often lasts for days before he gets 
results. If the spell is shattered by any external in- 
terruption, he has to repeat the process all over again, 
and loses many days. In fact, it is stated that Wright 
blames upon the distractions introduced by his wife 
the strictures of certain critics, regarding his latest 
novel, to the effect that it shows a falling off of in- 
spiration and literary style in comparison with his 
earlier works. 

The author finally recognized, the story goes, that 
he had to choose between his career and his wife. 
Those in his confidence assert that at last he took 
up the subject with her directly, and found that she 
was as willing as himself for a separation, whereupon 
the divorce suit followed. : 

In his petition the novelist complains that his need 
for wifely care, due to the sapping of his vitality 
through literary labor, has been denied. Once when 
he lay ill in a tent in the Arizona desert, he related, 
Mrs. Wright visited him only once and showed no 
interest in his condition. Because of this alleged neg- 
lect, he said, his physician ordered him removed to a 
hospital in Tucson. At another time, the petition 
goes on, he was being treated in an Arizona hospital 
for injuries suffered in an accident, and his wife, then 
in Los Angeles, refused his repeated requests that she 
visit him. 

The plaintiff was greatly humiliated, he asserts, 
on an occasion when he and his wife were entertain- 
ing guests at a beach resort. It is alleged that she 
took the whim to go home, and did so without making 
«excuses, much less apologies, to her guests. He pur- 
chased a tract of land at Del Mar and had plans drawn

for erecting an expensive residence upon it, but she 
refused to look at the plans or to take any interest .in 
the matter whatever, he avers. He then told her he 
would build a home at any place she might select, but 
she treated the offer with disdain, according to the 
plaintiff. 

But failure though he may be as a husband, Harold 
Bell Wright’s career as a writer has been one of the 
most amazing in this country. About 20 years ago 
he was the pastor of a little church in the Ozarks, at 
Pierce City, Mo., at an annual salary of $400. A few 
years later he published his first novel, ‘“‘That Printer 
of Udell.” Today he can boast of the sale of 7,000,000 
copies of his books, and it is estimated that he is 
worth half a million dollars, all earned with his pen. 

His royalties on “The Winning of Barbara Worth’”’ 
reached the astounding total of $80,000 in a single 
month. The sale of “The Eyes of the World” was 
more than 1,200,000 copies within two years—a record 
in the American book trade. Reviewers have often 
scoffed at what they called the conventionality of his 
views, the crudeness of his style. But they cannot 
deny that his vogue is literally enormous, and that 
he commands the approval of millions of readers. 

He was born in 1872, 46 years ago, at Rome, N. Y., the 
son of a carpenter. Having accepted the tenets of the 


Christian sect, he entered its training school, Hiram 


College, at Grafton, Ill, at the age of 20, with the pur- 
pose of studying for the ministry. It was while a stu- 
dent at Grafton that he met and wooed his future wife, 
Miss Frances E. Long. Being poor, he supported him- 
self by doing odd jobs about the town. After two 
years his health broke down from exposure and over- 
work and he contracted a case of pneumonia so severe

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that his eyes were badly impaired and his constitution 
suffered a shock which has kept him ever since in dell- 
cate health, despite years of outdoor life. 

Physicians advised him that it would mean his death 
if he attempted to re-enter school. So, with a canoe 
and a sketchbook, he drifted 500 miles down the Ma- 


honing River, and finally wandered into the Missouri 


Ozarks, where he supported himself by farm work. 

Here he preached his first sermon. He was a reg- 
ular attendant at services in the little log school- 
house, and one Sunday morning when the pastor failed 
to appear, he was asked to talk. This experience con- 
vinced him that, despite his interrupted schooling, he 
might still be of use in the ministry, and soon after- 
ward he accepted a regular pastorate at Pierce City. 

In 1898 he took over the pastorate of a larger church 
at Pittsburg, Kan., and a year later was married to 
Miss Long. Pittsburg was a tough mining town, and 
the ardent young preacher, with that passion for re- 
form which fills many of his novels, looked about him 
for a means of arousing the people to the evil of their 


ways. He hit upon the idea of writing a story, with 


Pittsburg as its setting, which would tell how the up- 
lift of the town could be accomplished. His purpose 
was to read the story, in installments, to his congrega- 


tion on special evenings of successive weeks. The re-- 


sult was “That Printer of Udell’s.” . 

Later he left Pittsburg for Kansas City, Mo., where he 
hoped to place his ministry on a large city scale, but 
his health was unequal to the task, and he retired 
again to the Ozarks, becoming pastor of a church at 
Lebanon, Mo. It was there that he wrote “The Shep- 
herd of the Hills,’’ said to be his own favorite among 
all of his books. It was published in 1907. 

His health continuing poor, Wright accepted an-of- 
fer of the pastorate of the Christian Church at Red- 
lands, Cal., and there he wrote “The Calling of Dan 
Matthews,” published in 1909. And three vears later 
he finished “The Winning of Barbara Worth,” per- 
haps his best-known novel. This book marked the 
end of his ministry of. the pulpit and the beginning of 
his complete consecration to the ministry of the pen. 

When he finished the novel, he was a very sick man. 

He had often toiled the night through, overtaxing 
nerves and strength, For several months he had vir- 
tually dwelt within the four rooms of his study, and 
ai one time his friends feared he would never live to 
complete the book. He wrote the last chapters while 
confined to his bed. 
Then it was ghat, on medical advice, he took up the 
outdoor life which he continues to the present day. 
He set up a camp 12 miles from Tucson, Ariz., on a 
headland on the base of the Catalina Mountains, and 
there lived summer and winter in a tent. This fact, 
and his reputed income of $100,000 a year, caused him 
to be called “America’s wealthiest tent dweller.” 

But he contrived to live this primitive life in an 
elaborate and luxurious manner. Thirteen khaki<ol- 
ored tents composed the home of the novelist and his 
family. The boys—Gilbert, now 17; Paul, 15, and Nor- 
man, 7—always insisted to visitors that the school 
tent was the one bearing the ill-omened number of 153. 
Each member of the family had a sleeping tent, be- 
sides which there were a kitchen and dining room tent, 
a big living room tent and Wright's own study tent, 
the walls ef which can be rolled up like awnings, as the 
novelist loves sunlight while he is writing. Mrs. 
Wright sometimes lived at the camp and sometimes in 
Los Angeles. 

The author, so far from letting his domestic catas- 
trophe interfere with his work, hopes to do all the 
more and better writing on that account, his friends 
understand. His next story is to have the Ozarks as 
its setting, like “The Shepherd of the Hills.” and he 
was expected to visit the region again to refresh, his

OR many years physicians have been 
attempting to bring home to women 
the folly of wearing high heels, but 
with little success. This unhygienic 
and unesthetic fashion is still as pop- 
lar as ever. But now motion pictures 

: have been employed for the purpose 
of analyzing the constrained gait which results 
from a heel thiee inches or more in height, with 
results which should convince any woman that a 
sens:ble shoe and a sensible heel mate both for 
comfort and for health. 

Several years ago Dr. Dagron enumerated the 
troubles which these wooden stilts inflict upon 
Initial pain develops into slight 


purpose of avoiding sub:cequent splitting or warp- 
ing of the heel; they obviously compel the mak- 
ers to keep on hand et all times a very consider- 
able stock of raw materials—a stock ‘which is 
maintained always at the same level by purchases 
equal to consumption. 

Peech and birch are the’ wood employed. Once 
completely dried, the blocks are planed and cut into 
pieces—trapezoidal prisms, which already outline 
roughly the form of a high heel, showing the 
proper height and length and the tapering width, 
ulthough all their faces are still plane. They are 
then cut to give the taper from top to bottom, and 
gouged out behind in the desired curve.

The tapered block thus reared goes next to one 
of several turning machines, according to the par- 


formed. These lathes have a vertical shaft which 
rotates very rapidly. Along this is ranged a bat- 
tery of steel knives,disposed so as to give the de- 
sired shape to the block, which is gripped in a 
jaw that holds it fast on a moving carriage. By 
proper guidance of this the work is given a com- 
bined turning and rocking movement about the cut- 
ting instrument; and under this treatment: the 


lameness, which increases until the shortest walk 
is quite impossible. As a very brief examination 
will show, this is due to the bad position 
imposed upon the foot by the unnatural shape 
come Drs. Quenue and 
Kuss, pointing out that the artificial elevation of 
the heel deranges what they have very happily desig- 
nated the peda! equilibrium. The muscular action, the 
orientation and the mutual relationships among the 
elaborately articulated members of the human foot 
are thrown out of gear; in particular the arrangement 
of those joints of the foot which support the weight 
of the body is profoundly changed. The tibia is forced 
backward; there is a tendency to bend the knee; and in 
order to maintain the center of gravity within the 
area of support it is necessary to throw the upper part 
of the trunk backward, exaggerating the curve of the 
spine and causing the abdomen to protrude unduly. 


‘Such are the arrangements of the organs and mem- 

bers which the high heel necessitates in merely stand- 
ing still; when it comes to actually walkjng the case is 
even more serious. Let us compare the films, prepared 
by Dr. Quenue, representing a young woman walking 
first barefoot, then shod. 

In the first film we see the various parts of the sole 
of the foot in harmonious action. The heel first touches 
the ground, then the sole is down in its entirety; then 
the heel is lifted, the foot swings forward and is ap- 
plied again to the ground, to leave it again in the same 
way. We have, in a word, a natural stride, in which 
the foot rocks on the ground from heel to toe, ankle 
and foot flexing properly to make this possible. In the 
second film, however, the subject passes before us in 
short, jerky steps, moving her foot through the air and 


- putting it on and off the ground quite rigidly, without 


change of relative position of heel and toe, without 
any flexure whatever—giving the effect of a stiff and 
awkward glide rather than a step. It is the jerky 
progress of an automatic puppet which we have here, 
not the supple gait worthy of a brisk human being. 
And what is even more fatal, the same parts of the 
foot support, at all times and whowy without aid, the 
weight of the body. The resultant excessive fatigue 
has been demonstrated radiographically by Dr. Menard. 
His prints show the respective positions of the bones 
of the foot, both when the latter is in its normal po- 
sition and when it is confined by high-heeled shoes. 
When at rest all the bones are aligned 
side by side, but the shape of the high- 
heeled shoe throws them into an oblique 
position, high behind and low in front. 
In this position the bones of the foot 
proper press upon those of the toes, which, 
striking in turn against the bottom of 
their prison, in time become deformed. 
On the other hand, the bones of the heel 
take an altogether vicious position, and 
the whole effect is precisely that of club- 
foot. 
Long before this stage is reached the 
foot has registered failure in its normal 
functions of balance and support, and 
these duties have been thrown upon the 
leg muscles, especia!ly that of the calf, 
which must be in a constant state of ten- 
sion in order that an upright posture may 
be attained.. So pronounced {s this mus-

Nor is this guiding left entirely to the worker's 
eye. The shaft of his lathe carries a metal form for 
the finished heel, and the block of wood which is 
being worked is fixed rigidly to this, A carriage 
moving both laterally and longitudinally supports 
a roller which rests in contact with the metal form, 
and follows around the whole contour of the lat- 
ter. The roller communicates its movements to 
the battery of knives and bits, which cut the wood 
accordingly. 

There remains nothing further except to hollow out 
the upper surface where the heels will join the 
shoe and to polish the turned surfaces so as to make 
them absolutely smooth and clean. Then the camou- 
flage is in order; this consists in covering the wood 
with silk, satin, yelvet, linen or other cloth, or perhaps 
with black or white celluloid or kid. 

After this final step in their toilette, the heels are 
packed in dozens of pairs, according to style and 
size; and the next incident in their careers is shipment 
to the shoe factory. : 


Trinitrotoluol Poisoning; 
How It Can Be Prevented 


HIS is one of the greatest dangers to which 
munition workers are subject, and much in- 
terest therefore attaches at the present time 
to the conditions under which such poisoning 

occurs and the precautions that should be taken 
against it. A comprehensive paper on the subject, by 
Dr. J. W. Schereschewsky, published in Public Health 
Reports, deserves general distribution in the industry 
concerned. 

In loading shells with this substance there is con- 
stant opportunity for nearly everyone connected with 
such work to become the subject of chronic poisoning 
through either the fumes or the dust of the substance. 
The explosive is generally introduced into the empty 
shells in one of two ways: the powdered substance 
is pressed into the shells by power presses or 
molten trinitrotoluol is poured into them. The latter 
method is the more common and the more dangerous 
to the health of the workers. 3 

The poison is readily absorbed through 
the skin, or it may enter the system by 
way of the respiratory tract. Young peo- 
ple are especially susceptible to its effects; 
no worker under 21 years of age should 
be employed in processes bringing him 
into contact with it. 


A complete suit of overalls, fitting close- 
ly at the neck, wrists and ankles, gloves 
and a cap covering the hair, should be 
worn by all workers. Men should keep 
their hair short and be clean. shaven. 
Overalls should be laundered weekly. The 
eating of lunches and keeping of food in 
workrooms should be strictly prohibited. 
Lastly, there shouid be rigid supervision 
of all workers by a competent physician, 
familiar with the symptoms of poisoning 
and prompt with precautions for pre- 
venting it.

F you go into the grocery store at 21 North 

Gore avenue, Webster Groves, owned by W. 

J. Brennan, and buy a jar of jelly of standard 

brand, it will cost you 24 cents. But should 

you go a few steps further, to the grocery 

owned by Mr. Brennan at 27 North Gore ave- 

nue, and buy the same brand of jelly, it will 

cost you 30 cents. Same jelly, same ownership of two 

stores close together, but a saving of 6 cents. Why? 

In the first store you would have gone to the shelves, 

pic'ed out what you wanted and earried it home, 

after paying the cashier. In the other store a clerk 

would have waited upon you, wrapped up the parcel, 
and it would have been charged and delivered. 


- That isthe difference, apparently, between a “help- 
yourself” grocery store and the kind most of us are 
acquainted with. 

The help-yourself grocery is a comparatively new 
institution and so far is to be found in only a few 
places in the United States. Mr. Brennan’s store is 
said to be the only one between Lockport, N. Y., and 
Kansas City. The principle is that of the cafeteria— 
reduction in price by cutting down overhead expense. 
‘Mr. Brennan calls his store a. “groceteria.”” The sav- 
ing in this instance is effected by getting along with 
at least two fewer clerks than would be required if 
the store were conducted in the usual way. All de- 
liveries are made by the wagons of his charge-and- 
deliver store, which charges customer 5 cents for each 
delivery, and the help-yourself store has no wagon. 

If it were not for the vehicles of the other store, 
the help-yourself place would either have to operate 
two wagons or make no deliveries.:

Sistance when they can,to persons not familiar 
with the place, or to cust@mers making considerable 
purchases. For the most part, however, the clerks 
occupy themselves with keeping the shelves replen- 
ished with .goods and with putting up orders to be de- 
livered. Especially in the rush hours cf morning and 


taking into consideration the help 
which the driver could give in the 
store, one delivery wagon would 
maintain itself on the basis of the 
charge now made for deliveries, 
but whether two would. be self-sup- 
porting is more open to question. 


The interior arrangement of the 
help-yourself store is much like that 
of other modern groceries. There is 
the usual neat window display, back 
of which stretch shelves of canned 
goods along the sidewalls. Two 
counters running through the mid- 

le of the store’s length hold other 
goods, much of it of the kind usu- 
ally kept in bulk and put up in 
small’ quantities by clerks as pur- 
chased by consumers. The weight 
is marked on each package and all 
goods bear plain price marks. Near 
the entrance hangs this list of the 
store’s rules: 


We propose to sell for cash only. 

Customers will serve themselves 
and will be required to make a 
round of the store. On entering 
take the south side, or left-hand 
side of south counter, and come out 
on the north side of north counter. 


Baskets will be sold to purchasers 
if not supplied. 

Purchasers will put goods in bas- 
kets and put same at checker’s desk 
and receive slip for amount and 
pay cashier. | 

Goods will be exchanged if not 
as represented. 

Orders will be delivered at a cost 
of 5 cents per package or box of gro- 
ceries. & 

Goods will be sent anywhere C. 
O. D. parcel post. 


Baskets are furnished free mere- 
ly to gather articles together in the 
store, but if a basket is taken away 
from the store a charge of 5 cents 
is made for it, with no rebate for

evening, when the store is filled with buyers and as 
many as 20 or 25 persons will be standing in line wait- 
ing to pay for the contents of their baskets, little as- 
sistance can be given to customers.

Since its establishment last November the store 
has been able to get along with three employes—two 
clerks and a cashier. The latter acts also as checker, 
and in addition takes orders by telephone, although 
often badly rushed in the morning ‘hours.

The War Time Book 
of Which Everyone 
ls Talking 


Berlin, Friday afternoon, July 31st. 

My Sweetest Mother: 
- Your letters have been following me about, to Kos- 
eritz and to Frau Berg’s, where, of course, you didn’t 
know I wouldn't be. I went to Frau Berg’s today and 
found your last two. I love you, my precious mother, 
and thank you for all your dearness and sweet un- 
selfish understanding about Bernd and me. You have 
aiways been my closest, dearest friend, as well as my 
own darling mother. I seem now to be living in a 
sort of bath of love. Can anything more ever be added 
to it? I feel as if I had reached the very innermost 
heart of happiness. Wonderful how one carries about 
such_.a precious consciousness. It’s like something 
magic and hidden that takes care of one, keeping one 
untouched and unharmed; while outside, day and night, 
there’s this terrible noise of a people gone mad. 

You wrote to me, last sitting under a cherry tree, 
you said, in the orchard at the back of your hotel at 
Glion, and you talked of the color of the lake far down 
below through the leaves of walnut trees, and of the 
utter peace. Here, day and night, day and night, since 
Wednesday, soldiers in new gray uniforms pass 
through Brandenburger Thor dawn the broad road to 
Charlottenburg. Their tramp never stops. I can 
see them from my window tramping, tramping away 


' down the great straight road; and crowds that don’t 


seem to change or dwindle watch them and shout. 
Where do the soldiers all come from? I never dreamed 
there could be so many in the world, let alone in 
Berlin; and Germany isn’t even at war! But it’s no 
use asking questions, or trying to talk about it. I’ve 
found the word “why” in this house is not only useless 
but improper. Nobody will talk about anything; I 
suppose they don’t need to, for they all seem per- 
fectly to know. They’re in the inner circle in this 
house. They’re not the public. The public is that 
shouting, perspiring mob out there watching the sol- 
diers, and Frau Berg and her boarders are the public, 
and so are the soldiers themselves. The public here are 
all the people who obey, and pay, and don’t know; 
an immense multitude of slaves—abject, greedy, piti- 
ful. I don’t think I ever could have imagined a thing 
so pitiful to see as these respectable, middle-aged 
Berlin citizens, fathers of families, careful livers on 
small incomes, clerks, pastors, teachers, professors, 
drunk and mad out there publicly on the pavement, 
dancing with joy because they think the great moment 
they've been taught to wait for has come, and they’re 
going to get suddenly rich, scoop in wealth from 
Russia and France, get up to the top of the world 
and be able to kick it. That’s what I saw over and 
over again today as I somehow got through to Frau 
Berg's to fetch your letters. An ordinary person from 


an ordinary country wants to cover these heated el-- 


derly gentlemen up and hide them out of sight, so 
shocking are they to one’s sense of respect and rev- 
erence for human beings. Imagine decent citizens, 
paunchy and soft with beer and sitting in offices, wear- 
ing cheap straw hats and carefully mended and brushed 
black coats, dancing with excitement on the pave- 
ments, and nobody thinking it anything but fine and 
creditable, at the prospect of their children’s blood 
going to be shed, and everybody's children’s blood, ex- 
cept the blood of those safe children, the children of 
the Hohbenzollerns! 

The weather is fiercely hot. There’s a brassy sky 
without a cloud, and all the leaves of the trees in 
the Thiergarten are shiny and motionless as if they 
were cut out of metal. A little haze of dust hangs 
perpetually along the Lindens and the road to Charlot- 
tenburg—not much of ft, because the roads are too 
well kept, but enough to show that the troops never 
leave off tramping. And all down where they pass, on 
each side, are the perspiring crowds of people, red and 
apoplectic with excitement and heat, women and 
children and babies mixed up in one heaving, frantic 
mass. The windows of the houses on each side of the 


Brandenburger Thor are packed with people all day 
long, and the noise of-patriotism doesn't leave off for 


an instant. 

It’s a very ugly noise. The only place where I can 
get away from it—and I do hate noise, it really hurts 
my ears—is the bathroom here, which is a dark cup- 
board, with no window, in the very middle of the 
house. I thought it a dreadful bathroom when I first 
saw it, but. now I’m grateful that it can’t be aired. 
The house, was built years,and years before Germans 
began to wash, and it wasn't till the Koseritzes came 


that a bath was wanted. Then it had to be put in any 
hole, and this hole is the one place “where there is 
silence. Everywhere else, in every room in the house, 
it is as if one were living next door to a dozen public 
houses in the worst slums of London and it were al- 
ways Saturday night. I do think the patriotism of an 
unattacked, aggressive country is a hideous thing. 
Bernd got me somehow through the crowd to the 
calmer streets on the way to Frau Berg. He didn’t 
want me to go out at all, but I want to see what I 
can. The Kaiser rushed through the Brandenburger 
Thor in his car as we went out. You never ‘saw such 
a scene as then. It was frightening, like a mob of 
lunatics let loose. Every time he is seen tearing along 
the streets there’s this wild scene, Bernd says. He 
has suddenly leaped to the topmost top of popularity, 
for he’s the dispenser now of the great lottery in 
which all the draws are going to be prizes. You know 
there isn’t a German, not the cleverest, not the most 
seber, who doesn’t regularly and solemnly buy lottery 
tickets. Aren’t they, apart from all other things they 
are, the funniest people. So immature in wisdom, 
so top-heavy with dangerous knowledge that their 
youngness in wisdom makes them use wrongly. If 
they hadn’t got the latest things in guns and equip- 
ment they would be quiet, and wouldn’t think of 


‘fighting. 


Bernd made me promise to wait at Frau Berg’s till 
he could fetch me, and as he didn’t get back till 2 
o’clock, and Frau Berg very amiably said I must be 
her guest at the well-known midday meal, I found 
myself once more in the bosom of the boarders. Only 
this time I sat proudly on Frau Berg’s right, in the 
place of honor next to Dr. Krummlaut, instead of in 
the obscurity of my old seat at the dark end near the 
door. 

It was so queer, and so different. There was the 
same Wanda, resting her dishes on my left shoulder, 
which she always used to do, not only so as to attract 
my attention but as a convenience to herself, because 
they were hot and heavy. There were the same board- 
ers, except the red-mouthed bank clerk and another 
young man. Hilda Seeberg was there, and the Swede, 
and Dr. Krummlaut; and, of course, Frau Berg, mas- 
sive in her tight black dress buttoned up the front 
without a collar to it, the big brooch she fastens 
it with at the neck half hidden by her impassive double 
chins, which flow down as majestically as a patri- 
arch’s beard. We had the same food, the same heat, 
and I’m sure the same fTies. But the nervous tension 
there used to be, the tendency to quarrel, the pugna- 
cious political arguing with me, the gibes at England, 
were gone. I don’t know whether it was because I’m 
engaged to a Prussian officer that they were so very 
polite—I was tremendously congratulated—but they 


were certainly different about England. It may, of ° 


course, have been their general happiness—happiness 
makes one so kind all round!—for here, too, was the 
content, the satisfaction of those who, after painful 
waiting, get what they want. It was expressed very 
noisily, not with the restraint of the Koseritzes, but 
it was the same thing really. The Berg atmosphere 
was more like the one in the streets. Where the 
Grafin in her pleasure became only more calm, the 
boarders were abandoned—excited like savages danc- 
ing round the fire their victims are to roast at. Frau 
Berg rumbled and shook with her relief, like some 
great earthquake, and didn’t mind a bit apparently 
about the tremendous rise there has been in prices 
this week. What will she get, | wonder, by war, ex- 
cept struggle and difficulty and departing boarders? 
Being a guest, I. had to be polite and let them say 
what they liked without protest—really, the disabili- 
ties of guests! I couldn't argue, as I would have if 
I’d still been a boarder, which was a pity, for mean- 
while I’ve learned a lot of German and could have 
said a great many things and been as natural as | 
liked here away from the Grafin’s gentle smile re- 
minding me that I’m not behaving. But I had to sit 
and listen smilingly, and, of course, show none of 
my horror at their attitude, for more muzzling even 
than being a guest is being the betrothed of a Prussian 
officer. They don’t know what sort of a Prussian 
officer he is, how different; how truly educated, how 
full of dislike for the base things they worship and 
want; and he, caught by birth in the Prussian chains, 
shall not be betrayed by me who love him. Here he is, 
caught anyhow for the present, and he must do his 
duty; but some day we’re going away—he and I, and 


you, litthe mother darling, when there’s no war any- 
where in sight and therefore no duty to stay for, and 
ve’ll go and live in America, and he’ll take off all 
those buttons and spurs and things, and we'll give our- 
selves up to freedom, and harmlessness, and art, and 
beauty, and we’ll have friends who neither intrigue, 
which is what the class at the top here lives by, nor 
who waste their lives being afraid, which is what all 
the other classes here spend their lives being. 

“At last we are going to wipe off old scores against 
France,’ Dr. Krummlaut spluttered through his soup 
today at Frau Berg’s, with shining eyes—I should have 
thought it was France who had the old scores that 
need wiping—‘‘and Russia, the barbarian Colossus, 
will topple over and choke in its own blood.” 

Then Frau Berg capped that with sentiments even 
more bloodsthirsty ; 

Then the Swede, who never used to speak, actually 
raised her voice in terms of blood, too, and expressed 
a wish to see a Cossack strung up by his heels to 
every electric light standard along-the Lindens. 

Then Hilda Seeberg said if her papa—that papa she 
told me once she hadn’t at all liked—were only alive, 
it would be the proudest moment of his life when, at 
the head of his regiment, he would go forth to slay 
President Poincaire. ‘And if,’ she said, her eyes 
flashing, ‘owing to his high years his regiment was 
no longer able to accept his heroic leadership,’ he 
would, I know, proceed secretly to France as an as- 
sassin and bomb the infamous Poincaire—bomb him

our God.” 

“Amen,” said Frau Berg, very loud. 

I flew to Bernd when he came. It was as if a door 
had been flung open and the freshness and sanity of 
early morning came into the room when he did.

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Capturing a 


Amazing feat of British Naval Lieuten- 
ant whose name is withheld but who 
won coveted Victoria Cross — Was 
commander of trawler patrol tor- 
pedoed by U-Boat, and was swim- 
ming in sea when steel shark came 
up under him — Conning tower 
opened, face of German officer ap- 
peared, and then ogo “3 


ACONIC are the official accounts of the 

deeds of valor for which the Victoria 

Cross is bestowed. Once in a long while, 

moreover, the annals of this most covet- 

ed decoration contain the bare anneunce- 

ment that it has been awarded to a cer- 

tain soldier or sailor, and the world 

is left in the dark as to the specific reason. In these 


' Pare, cases one bows with awe before the honored 


name, for behind the silence of the record he knows 
that there is a feat of heroism so extraordinary, so 
important, that it has been deemed wiser to withhold 
it from the record until the war is over and the hero 
shall no longer be a marked man and a special target 
for the enemy. 

Twice since-the beginning of this war the reasons 
for which the Victoria Cross was given have been 
officially withheld. The two men thus distinguished 
are Commander Gordon Campbell of the Royal Navy 
and Lieutenant-Commagder W. E. Sanders of the Roy- 
al Naval Reserve. 

A British naval officer of high rank who was in 
New York on his country’s business a few weeks ago 
told the story of the extraordinary feat that won the 
V. C. for one of these two men. He would not say 
which of them it was, and we shall probably have to 
wait until the war ends and the Official Gazette sets at 
rest all doubts by publishing the record. 

It is fair to remark, however, that trawlers are com- 
manded by Lieutenants of the Naval Reserve. The 
story told by the British naval officer in New York 
is of a feat so unusual and so picturesque that its re- 
cital loses little by the uncertainty as to whether its 
hero should be called Campbell or Sanders. Here it is: 

Rolting slowly on the cold gray swells of the En- 
glish Channel, westward over a certain number of miles 
ot waves, then back eastward over the same miles, 
steaming steadily to and fro like a policeman over a 
lonely beat, a trawler was patrolling monotonously, the 
Lieutenant who commanded her scanning the tossing 
surface about him as a detective scans the faces of 
a crowd. 

Nothing relieved the monotony of the rhythmic rise 
and fall of the boat and the westward and eastward 
patrol, except an occasional British or French cruiser 
and the regular exchange of signals with other patrol- 
ling trawlers as either end of the beat was reached. 

The young Lieutenant had plenty of time to growl 
inwardly at his luck—why was he not on some great 
battleship where there was at least room to stretch 
his legs, where one could keep dry and where there was 
some slight chance of battle, instead of on this bobbing 
tub, where there was not room to whip a cat, where 
every wave drenched all on board with spray and 
where-there was never a chance for any sort of fight? 
What opportunity was there here to do anything that 
might win promotion, higher pay, a medal, a few days’ 
leave? He had entered the navy because he wanted to 
have a part in the fighting—and here he was doing 
the work of a marine policeman! 

A white streak—different to his practiced eye from 
the white streaks of breaking waves—tore through the 
water, coming straight towards him.

So we set out, and it was surprising the way he got 
us through. If the crowd didn’t fall apart instantly 
of itself at his approach, an #@bsequious policeman— 


one of those same Berlin policemen who are so rude to - 


one if one is alone and really in need of help—sprang 


up from nowhere and made it. It’s as far from the 
Friedrichstrasse to the Schlossplatz as it is from here 
tc the Friedrichstrasse, but we did it very much quick- 
er than we did the first half inthe taxi, and when 
we reached it there they all were, the drunken crowds 
—that’s the word that most exactly describes them— 
yelling, swaying, cursing the ones in their way or who 
trod on their feet, shouting hurrahs and bits of patri- 
otic songs, every one of them decently dressed, obvi- 
ously respectable people in ordinary times. That’s 
what is so constantly strange to me—these solid 
burghers and their families behaving like drunken 
hooligans. Somehow a spectacled professor with a 
golden chain across his black-waistcoated and impres- 
sive front, just roaring incoherently, just opening his 
mouth and hurling any sort of noise out of it till the 
veins on his neck and forehead look as though they 
would burst, is the strangest sight in the world to me. 
T can imagine nothing stranger, nothing that makes 
one more uncomfortablé and ashamed. It is what will 
always jump up before my eyes in the future at the 
words German patriotism. And to see a stout elderly 
lady, who ought to be presiding with slow dignity in 
some ordered home, hoarse with shouting, tear the 
feathered hat she otherwise only uses tenderly on 
Sundays off her respectable gray head and wave it 
frantically, screaming hochs every time a Prince is 
seen or a General or one of the Ministers, makes one 
want to cry with shame at the indignity put upon poor 
human beings, at the exploiting of their passions, in 
the interests of one family. 

The Grafin’s smart cousin got us on to some steps 
and stood with us, so that we should not be pushed 
off them instantly again, as we would have been if he 
had left us. I think they were the steps of a statue, 
or fountain, or something like that, but the whole, 
whatever it was, was so covered with people, encrusted 
with them just like one of those sticky fly-sticks is 
Liack with flies, that I don’t know what it was really. 
I only know that it wasn’t a house, and that we were 
quite close to the palace, and able to look down at 
the sea beneath us, the heaving, roaring sea of dis- 
torted red faces, all with t®eir mouths wide open, all 
blistering and streaming in the sun. | 

The Grafin, who had recovered her calm in the pres- 
ence of her inferiors of the middle classes, put up her 
eveglasses and examined them with interest and in- 
dulgence. Helena stared. The cousin twisted his lit- 
tle moustache standing beside us protectingly, very 
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elegant and slender and nonchalant, and remarked at 
intervals, ‘‘Fabelhafte Enthus.asmus, was?” 

It came into my mind that Beerbohm Tree must 
sometimes look on like that at a successful dress 
rehearsal of his well-managed stage crowds, with the 
sume nonchalant satisfaction at the excellent results, 
so well up to time, of careful preparation. 

Of course I said “‘Colossal” to the cousin, when he 
expressed his satisfaction more particularly to me. 

“Dreckiges Volk, die Russen,’’ he remarked, twist- 
ing his little moustache’s ends up. ‘Werden lernen 
was es heisst, frech sein gegen uns. Wollen sie blau 
und schwartz dreschen.” 

You know German, so I needn’t take its peculiar 
flavor out by transplanting the young man’s remarks. 


“Oh pardon—aber meine Gnadigste—tausendmal 
pardon,” he protested the next minute in a voice of 
tremendous solicitude, having been pushed rather hard 
and suddenly against me by a little boy who had scram- 
bled down off whatever it was he was hanging on to; 
and he turned on the little boy, who, I believe, had 
tumbled off rather than scrambled, with his hand 
flashing to his sword, ready to slash at whoever it was 
had dared to push against him, an officer; and seeing 
it was a child and therefore not satisfactionsfahig, as 
they say, he merely called him an infame.and ver- 
flichte Bengel and smacked his face so hard that he 
would have been knocked down if there had been room 
to fall in. : : 

As it was, he was. only hurled violently against 
the side of a man in a black coat and straw hat who 
looked like an elderly confidential clerk, so respectable 
and complete with his short gray beard and spectacles, 
who was evidently the father, for he instantly on his 
own account smacked the boy on hig other ear, and 
sweeping off his hat éntreated the. Herr Lieutenant to 
forgive the boy on account of his extreme youth. 


The cousin, whom by now I didn’t like, was begin- 
ning very severely to adVise the parent jolly well to 
see to it, or German words to that effect, that his idiotic 
boy didn’t repeat such insolence, or by hell, etc., etc., 
when there was such a blast of extra noise and hur- 
rahing that the rest of his remarks were knocked out 
of his mouth. It was the Kaiser come out on the 
balcony of the palace. 


The cousin became rigid and stood at the salute. 
The air seemed full of hats and handkerchiefs and de- 
lirious shrieking. The Kaiser put up his hand. 


“Majestat is going to speak,” exclaimed the Grafin, 
her calm fluftered into fragments. 

There was an immense instantaneous hush, uncanny 
after all the noise. Only the little boy with the boxed 
ears continued to call out, but not patriotically. His 
father, efficient and Prussian, ut a stop to that by 
seizing his head, buttoning it up inside his black coat 
and holding his arm tightly over it, so that no strug- 
gles of suffocation could get it free. There was no 
more noise, but the little boy’s legs, desperately twitch- 
ing, kicked their dusty little boots against the cousin’s 
shins, and he, standing at the salute, with his body 
rigidly turned towards Majestat, was unable to take 
the steps his outraged honor, let alone the pain in 
his shins, called for. 

I was so much interested in this situation, really 
absorbed by it, for the little boy unconsciously was 
getting quite a lot of his own back, his little boots 
being sturdy and studded with nails, and the father, 
all eyes and ears for Majestat, not aware of what was 
happening, that positively I missed the first part of 
the speech. But what I did hear was immensely im- 
pressive. I had seen the Kaiser before, you remem- 
ber; that time he was in London with the Kaiserin, 
in 1912 or 1913 I think it was, and we were staying 
with Aunt Angela in Wilton Crescent and we saw him 
driving one afternoon in a barouche down Birdcage 
Walk. Do you remember how cross he looked, hardly 
retirning the salutations he got? We said he and 
she must have been quarreling, he looked so sulky. 
And do you remember how ordinary he looked in his 
top hat and black coat, just like any cross and bored 
middle-class husband? There was nothing royal about 
him that day except the liveries on the servants, and 
they were England’s. Yesterday things were very dif- 
ferent. He really did look like the royal Prince of a 
picture book, a real war lord—impressive and glit- 
tering with orders flashing in the sun. We were near 
enough to see him perfectly. There wasn’t much 
crossness or boredom about him this time. He was, I 
am certain, thoroughly enjoying himself—uncon- 
sciously, of course, but with that immense thrilled en- 
joyment all leading figures at leading moments must 
have: Sir Galahad, humbly glorying in his perfect 
achievement of negations; Parsifal, engulfed in an 
ecstasy of’ humble gloating over his own worthiness 
as he holds up ‘the Grail high above bowed, adoring 
heads; Beerbohm Tree—I can’t get away from the- 

ical analogies—coming before the curtain on his 
most successful first night, meek with happiness. 
Hasn’t it run through the ages, this great humility 
at the moment of supreme success, this moved self- 
depreciation of the man who has pulled it off, the 


“Not unto us, O Lord, not unto us” attitude—quite 
genuine at the moment, and because quite genuine so 
extraordinarily moving and impressive? Really, one 
couldn’t wonder at the people. The Empress was 
there, and a lot of officers and Princes and people, but 
it was the Emperor alone that we looked at.. He came 
and stood by himself in front of the others. He was 
very grave, with a real look of solemn exaltation. Here 
was royalty in all its most impressive trappings, a 
Prince of the fairy tales, splendidly dressed, dilated 
of nostril, flashing of eyé, the defender of homes, the 
belief and prayers since each of its members was a 
baby, become visible and audible ‘to thousands who 
had never seen him before, who had worshiped him 
by faith only.” It was as though the people were sud- 
denly allowed to look upon God. There was a profound 
awe in the hush. I believe if they hadn't been so 
tightly packed together they would all have Knelt 
down. 

Well, it is easy to stir a mob. One knows how eas- 
ily one is moved one’s self by the cheapest emotfons, by 
something that catches one on the sentimental side, on 
that side of one that through all the years has still 
stayed clinging to one’s mother’s knee. We've often 
talked of this, you and I, little mother. You know 
the sort of thing, and have got that side yourself— 
even you, you.dear objective one. The three things 
up to now that have me most on that side, got me on 
the very raw of it—I’ll tell you now, now that I can’t 


- see your amused eyes looking at me with that little 
quizzical questioning in them—the three things that 


have broken my heart each time I’ve come across 
them and made me omy want to sob and sob, are when 
Kurwenal, mortally wounded, crawls blindly to Tris- 
tan’s side and says, “Schilt mich nicht dass der Treue 
auch mitkommt,” and Siegfried’s dying “Brunnhild, 
heilige Braut” and Tannhauser’s dying ‘“Heilige Elisa- 
beth, bitte fur mich.” All three German things, you 
see. All morbid things. Most of the sentimentality 
seems to have come from Germany, an. essentially 
brutal place. But, of-course, sentimentality is really 
diluted morbidness, and therefore first cousin to cru- 
elty. And I have a real and healthy dislike for that 
Tannhauser opera. 4 a 

But seeing how the best of us—which is you—have 
these little hidden swamps of emotionalness, you can 
imagine the effect of the Kaiser yesterday at such a 
moment in their lives on a people whose swamps are 
carefully: Cultivated by their politicians. Even I, re- 
bellious and hostile to the whole attitude, sure that the 
real motives beneath all this are base, and constitu- 
tionally unable to. care about Kaisers, was thrilled. 
Thrilled by him, I mean. Oh, there was enough to 
thrill one legitimately and tragically about the poor 
people, so eager to offer themselves, their souls and 
bodies, to be an unreasonable sacrifice and satisfaction 
for the Hohenzollerns. His speech was . wonderfully 
suited to the occasion. Of course, it would be. If he 
were not able to prepare it himself, his officials would 
have seen to it that some properly eloquent persoa 
did it for him; but Kloster says he speaks really well 
on cheap, popular lines. All the great reverberating 
words were in it, the old big words ambitious and 
greedy rulers have conjured with since time began— 
God, Duty, Country, Hearth and Home, Wives, Little 
Ones, God again—lots of God. 

Perhaps you'll see the speech in the papers. What 
you won't see is that enormous crowd, struck quiet, 
struck into religious awe, crying quietly, men and 
women like little children gathered to the feet of, posi- 
tively, a Heavenly Father. “Go to your homes,” he 
said, dismissing them at the end with uplifted hand, 
“go to your homes, and pray.” 

And we went. In dead silence. That immense 
crowd Quietly, like people going out of church; 
moved, like people coming away from communion. 
I walked beside Helena, who was crying, with my 
head very high and my chin in the air, trying not to 
cry, too, for then they would have been more than 
ever persuaded that I am a promising little German, 
but I did desperately want to. I could hardly not 
cry. These cheated people! Exploited and cheated, 
led carefully step by step from babyhood to a certain 
habit of mind necessary to their exploiters, with cer- 
tain passions carefully developed and encouraged, cer- 
tain ancient ideas, anachronisms every one of them, 
kept continually before their eyes—why, if they did 
win in their murderous attack on nations who have 
done nothing to them, what are they going to get in- 
dividually? Just wind; the empty wind of. big words. 
They’ll be told, and they'll read it in the newspapers, 
that now they’re great, the mightiest people in the 
werld, the one best able to crush and grind other na- 
tions. But not a single happiness really will be added 
to the private life of a single citizen belonging to the 
vast class that pays the bill. For the rest of their 
lives this generation will be poorer and sadder, that’s 
all. Nobody will give them back the money they 
have sacrificed, or the ruined businesses, and nobody 
can give them back their dead sons. There'll be troops 
of old, miserable women everywhere, who were young 
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Typical of the universal havoc in Guatemala City. The ruins of the Hotel Modelo. Six persons were killed here. 


HE first complete ac- 
count of the _ earth- 
quake which destroyed 
Guatemala City, the 
capital of Guatemala, 

‘the Central American 
republic adjoining Mex- 

ico on the south, on Christmas night, 
last year, has been received by the 
Post-Dispatch from Earle T. Jones of 
Carlisle, Ill., a livestock expert con- 
nected with the industry at the Na- é 

tional Stock Yards, East St. Louis, and in St. Louis. 
Mr. Jones, whose business interests frequently take 
him to Central America, will be remembered by read- 
ers of the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine as the author 
of the story which appeared several weeks ago describ- 
ing a weird funeral ceremony in that part of the world. 

The Guatemala City earthquake laid waste a city of 
100,000 inhabitants and caused the death of 1100 per- 
sons, according to the report of a Government physi- 
cian. Many thousands of persons were injured and 
the property loss was enormous. 

In his letter, which was sent from Retalhuleu, Gua- 

temala, under date of Dec. 31, Mr. Jones declares that 
on Christmas night the people of Guatemala City, de- 
spite the fact that they were poorer than usual be- 
cause of a bad coffee year, were making merry and 
spending freely of what they had. It was at the 
clinjax of the merrymaking that the earth began to 
tremble, and he says: ; 
. “A party of Americans was seated at a dinner table, 
and after wishing one another a Merry Christmas had 
gone to the living room of the hotel. At 10:20 o’clock 
we felt a smal] tremor and remarked after it had passed 
that some time one of them would be sufficiently strong 
to do real damage. But as we had felt many of them 
during the last few months, little attention was paid 
to it. 

“But at 10:25 (when most of the clocks in the city 
stopped) we realized that a real quake was upon us. 
We rushed out into the patio, hugging one another in 
fear. The earth trembled and shook for a period which 
seemed eternal. The end came, only to be followed by 
another quake of about the same force. Then we 
took to the streets, and proceeded with.caution to the 
first large open area, where we felt free from danger 
of falling walls. 

“The shakes continued, seeming to come in. waves. 
We could hear them approaching for several seconds 
before they bumped under our feet. 

“Finally we reached a high point of ground and wit- 
nessed the destruction of the city. From the moment 
of the first tremor until late the next day, the unseen 
force never rested. The earth vibrated in one direc- 
tion, then the other, then up and down, then with all 
movements combined into a twisting motion. One 
felt as though he stood on a bridge over a boiling, 
seething mass, with huge lumps bumping and pounding 
up at the bridge In an effort to get free from the tur- 
moil. 
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Earle T. Jones, live stock’ expert, was in Guatemala City, Guate- 
mala, on Christmas night last year, when the general merry- 
making was interrupted by shocks, which continued at intervals 
until late the next day — Men, women and children huddled in 
terror in the open places, the cemetery gave up its dead, and 
virtually every building in the city was ruined — Eleven hun- 
dred persons killed and many thousands injured 


“Our helplessness, the barking of dogs (which seemed 
to foretell, seconds in advance, the arrival of the 
quakes), the crying of children, the wailing of men 
and women and the crashing of buildings, all added to 
the confusion and noise from the rumbling of the 
earth. The strain was terrible—the reaction worse. 

‘‘We were without homes, so we traveled all night, 
visiting and consoling those we knew: When a quake 
would come we would rush into the most open place at 
hand, await the clearing away of the dust and then 
proceed. 

“People moved their beds into the streets, midway 
between the houses. All buildings in the city are set 
flush with the sidewalks. Injured were cared for. 
Everywhere were men, women and children wrapped 
in blankets, sheets or anything they could lay their 
hands on. They presented a weird sight. 

“The night was beautiful and clear, with such a full 
moon as only can be seen in the tropics. This enabled 
us to see where we were going, and to avoid leaning 
walls, With the first shake the lights and telephones 
went out of commission. The water lines were broken 
in many places and fountains of water spurted in the 
moonlight. 

“Almost in front of where we lived a child came into 
the world in the midst of these catastrophal surround- 
ings. 

“With the exception of more modern ones of rein- 
forced concrete, every building in the town is ruined. 
The quakes, of which there were many hundred, cracked 
anc twisted virtually all of the structures in the city. 

“The losses in the city are estimated at around $100,- 
000,000 and it is safe to assume that it never will be 
rebuilt, because the only money available would be the 
coffee return, which is only about $1,200,000 a year, and 
this is needed to operate the Government. : 

“The principal buildings in ruins are churches, one 
of which is Del Carmen, one of the oldest in Central 
America, and built by the Spaniards. The cathedral 
on the Plaza del Armes, the Postoffice, the peniten- 
tiary, the American consulate, the Plaza del Toro (bull 
ring), railroad station and the Imperial Hotel all 
were wrecked, 

“Everyone able to leave is going to safer country 
sites. The cemetery gave up its dead, which must be 
cared for again. The streets are full of debris of every 
nature. The sewerage system is destroyed, water is 
scarce and food is scarcer. 

“Nearly everyone here seems to agree that until a 


volcanic eruption takes place the 
quakes will continue—and then will 
Pecaya bury the city or will a kindly 
wind blow the ashes in another di- 
rection? One thing is certain, Gua- 
temala is.no longer a home place of 
the wealthy coffee growers. They 
now will return to their estates and 
dwell there. Even if they did not 
happen to be in debt for the present 
Bie ick crop, they could not obtain mate- 

rial to rebuild, for it must all 
come from the States. 

“Recent arrivals at Retalhuleu tell us that the shores 
of Amatitlan (150-year-old crater) are opening up 
along the railroad right of way, and that not many 
trains will be able to pass. This is serious for those 
still unable to get away from the city. 

“The United Fruit Co., as well as its railroad offi- 
cials, deserve much credit for the kindness rendered 
to the sufferers. The Secretary of the American lega- 
tion, too, deserves mention, as does the President of 
the country, for aid given to Americans.”’ 


Guatemala has been the scene of many disasters 
from earthquakes. Since the settlement of the coun- 
try in 1522 there have been more than 50 volcanic 
eruptions and in excess of 3.v earthquakes. The orig- 
inal Guatemala City was destroyed in 1541 and 8090 
inhabitants killed by a deluge of water from a nearby 
volcano, which was rent by an earthquake. The sec- 


“ond capital was destroyed by an earthquake in 1773. 


The houses of the capital destroyed last month were 
built low to minimize death and injury from falling 
walls in case of earthquakes. 


Guatemala is about the same size as the State of 
Illinois. In this territory are 25 volcanoes, well known 
to the students of geography. To the south of the 
capital, within 11 miles, air line, is the noted Pecaya, 
o which is attributed this latest catastrophe. 


The people of the country are poor. with the excep- 
tion of the usual chosen few. The principal returns in the 
way of tariff and tax are from coffee, which is grown 
in large quantities on the Pacific high!ands, and which 
at this time is shipped to the United States. Owing to 
the European war, there is an overproduction in cof- 
fee, and the returns are low—perhaps in 90 per cent of 
the cases below the cost of production. As a result, 
the people have been living practically from hand to 
mouth. Christmas called for an expenditure they 
could not afford, and yet they spent freely. For days 
preceding the great day the streets were lincd with 
women selling their wares—hand made and colored 
with native dyes—simple but beautiful. The returns 
from their labors wete dispensed for their Christmas 
celebration. 

Despite the fact that the people lost their all, and 
that their homes and employment are gone, they are 
happy, Mr. Jones declares. When things became as 
ncrmal as possible under the circumstances, they sang, 
lafighed and chattered as if nothing had happened. 
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" _ THE ARMY IN FRANCE YOU NEVER HEARD OF | 


HERE are two British armies 

in France. One of them is 

armed with rifles, bombs 

and other implements of 

war, and is engaged in the 

task of meeting the Ger- 

mans in combat and at- 

tempting to drive them back across the 

Rhine. The other, armed with pickaxes, 

spades, crowbars and other implements of 

peace, is employed in quite different fash- 

ion, far in the rear of the first army. 

But it is in many respects just as essen- 

tial in carrying the war to a successful 
conclusion. 

Reference is made to what has become 
known in England as the Army Labor 
Corps. Virtually nothing has been writ- 
ten about it, and yet it is there, a vast 
organization, loyally performing its pro- 
saic tasks. The men at its head and its 
members cannot hope to win the Military 
Crogs; the Distinguished Service Order 
or/any other award of merit, as can the 
Kficers and men of the other army up 

\the front, and on parade they hardly 
could evoke a cheer, but it has an esprit 
de corps that has aroused admiration, and 
when called upon to meet unusual exer- 
tions and hardships, does it with the same 
cheerfulness of the Tonimy in the front 
line. 

It is a cosmopolitan army, too, com- 
posed of men from nearly every corner 
of the globe. There are black men, brown 
men, yellow men and white men, British 
laborers, negroes from Africa, Chinese, 
Indians, Egyptians, Fijians, German pris- 
oners and conscientious objectors. All 
have been welded into a body of disci- 
plined, unskilled laborers. 


“This army is so large,’ recently wrote 
a British correspondent, ‘that the totals, 
if they could be given here, would aston- 
ish most people at home, who have no 
idea of the vast numbers of this auxil- 
iary host. Nor, I think, have they any 
adequate conception of its complexity, nor 
of the skill, judgment and administrative 
capacity which have been brought to bear 
on its organization and control.” 

At the outset of the war, England was 
handicapped because of a lack of a re- 
serve force of second-line enrolled men. 
Behind the French and Italian fines were 
elderly warriors of the territorial serv- 
ices, who fetched and carried and hewed 
and delved, and made themselves gen- 
erally useful. But England was forced to 
call upon the Royal Engineers,.when arti- 


sans were wanted, and to impress the’ 


private soldiers for such fatigue work 
as digging graves or laying a track for a 
new railroad. 

This detracted from’ efficiency, for 
many a stout private who should have 
been in the first line trench grappling 
with the foe was to be found many miles 
in the rear, unloading trucks or stacking 
lumber. This led to the formation of ‘La-

themselves. A payment of 5 cents for de- 
livery reduces this saving but slightly if 
several dollars’ worth of goods are bought 
at a time.

Of course, 
a payment of 5 cents for delivery would 
have left no saving. But a bushel of po- 
tatoes was to be had for $1.90, which cost 
$2.20 at the credit store, a saving of 25 
cents, even after paying for delivery, and 
it would have been possible to have flour 
and potatoes and any other purchase de- 
livered for the same nickel. The help- 
yourself grocery makes a uniform charge 
of § cents for each order delivered, wheth- 
er the amount of the purchase is 5 cents 
or $50. The delivery of any order, what- 
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bor Battalions,”’ composed of men unfit 
for general service. It was not, 10Wever, 
until the close of last year that the whole 
unskilled labor force was gatnered up 
and pooled under a single directorate. 

Among the classes of Englishmen tuo be 
found in the Army Labor Corps are those 
above military age or who are, from one 
cause and another, considered -iunfit for 
combatant service, and naturalized En- 
glishmen of alien birth, who are not as 
a rule welcomed in the fighting ranks. 
The conscientious objectors form a sec- 
tion of the army, but they do not, as com- 
monly supposed in England, . constitute 
a large part of it. Men physically unfit 
for the trenches have been drafted into 
the army of labor, but it occurs frequent- 
ly that good feeding and hard work out 
of doors cause them to pick up to such 
an extent that they are transferred to the 
fighting ranks. 

“It is strange,’ the correspondent con- 
tinues, “to drive for an hour or two along 
the winding roads, past the quiet vil- 
lages—quieter thap ever now, for nearly 
all the men are away—and the red-roofed 
farmsteads, and to come suddenly upon 
a scene that carries you half the world 
away from the clouded northern skies and 
the channel mists. Perhaps it may be a 
group of Punjab coolies sitting on their 
heels around the thin smoke of a wood 
fire on which the “chupatties” are bak- 
ing; perhaps a squad of Chinamen in blue 
or terra cotta blouses and flat hats, haul- 
ing logs or loading trucks, always with 
that inscrutable smile of the Far East 
upon their smooth, yellow faces; perhaps 
a party of sturdy negroes or Kaffirs, sing- 
ing and chattering as they march back 
from their work for the midday rest and 
meal; perhaps some squat and swarthy 
Nagas, with their long black hair bunched 
fantastically above their bullet heads, 
gazing in childlike wonderment at a train 
of great army lorries grinding by, or 
shrinking to the roadside as a Red Cross 
motor car whirls swiftly past, driven by 
an English girl in khaki.” 

With such a polyglot population in the 
villages and on the farms of Northern 
France, the question of discipline natural- 
ly arises. With respect to the black men, 
they are kept under strict control. They 
are not allowed to range freely among the 
Flemish villages and liquor shops, and the 
pass system is rigidly enforced. The men 
as a rule are too tired after a hard day’s 
work to wander abroad, and pass the 
evenings in their billets, cooking their 
rations, mending their clothes and sing- 
ing their songs. .The Chinese, too, are 
kept under ward when they are not work- 
ing. If rightly managed they give little 
trouble, and although they gamble a great 
deal, are not prone to drink or commit 
crimes of violence. , 

Every member of the Labor Corps, be 
he an Englishman from the slums, a black 


man from Africa or a native of an Indian 
jungle, must conform to the standards of 
the British army with respect to sanita- 
tion and cleanliness. The huts tenanted 
by them are as tidy as those of an in- 
fantry battalion, and their kit and cloth- 
ing as neatly stowed and rolled. 

The Chinese and other colored units of 
the Labor Corps and the German pris- 
oners are never sent into the danger zone, 
but the British labor companies occasion- 
ally work actually under fire and poten- 
tially under gas. An enormous amount of 
labor has to be done in preparing for a 
great battle on the western front, the 
dumping of incredible masses of shells at 
the artillery stations and the piling up of 
material for repairing roads and building 
light railways, so that the guns can be 
pushed on as rapidly as possible after the 
infantry. In this service the labor com- 
panies are: said to have become indis- 
pensable auxiliaries to the Army Service 
Corps and the mobile transport columns. 
Occasionally one may see labor platoons, 
equipped with helmets and gas masks, re- 
making roads and filling in craters on a 
strip of country which a few days earlier 
was in German hands. Much of the work 
of repairing reserve and communication 
trenches and keeping dugouts and ma- 
chine-gun positions in order also is done 
by the Army Labor Corps. 


As far as circumstances permit, every 
man in the corps is given one day’s rest 
in seven. But the exigencies of war oc- 
casionally demand that he lose his day 
of rest and work late in the evening or 
far into the night. It is declared that 
when this contingency arises it is met 
with universal cheerfulness, especially 
when it is being done to help the fight- 
ing units. 

One of the greatest difficulties which 
England encountered in organizing the 
Army of Labor was in obtaining a suffi- 
cient number of officers qualified to com- 
mand the units. They had to be men 
who would turn out with the working 
gangs in the early morning, be with them, 
rain or shine, all day, keep a keen eye on 
slackers and shirkers, and be responsible 
for the health and well-being of those 
under them. But they were obtained, and 
have quietly succeeded in building up a 
wonderfully successful organization. Some 
of them are former officers of the fight- 
ing units, incapacitated for further active 
service by wounds or disease, but the ma- 
jority were drawn from civilian life. There 
are engineers, lawyers, land agents, In- 
dian civil servants, South African plant- 
ers and land owners, Chinese merchants, 
educators and politicians.

On the date named, at a prominent West 
End grocery store in St. Louis, 24 pounds 
of the e grade of flour would have cost 
$1.53 on the cash-and-carry plan, or $1.65 
charged and delivered. Potatoes were $2.40, 
cash and carry, and $2.65 delivered. 

Differences in favor of Webster Groves 
were found as to some of the other foods 
whose prices are being regulated in St. 
Louis, indicating, apparently, that the 
prices fixed by~ the St. Louis Committee 
of the United States Food Administra- 
tion have been liberal. On many other 
items St. Louis prices compare f&#vorably 
with those at the Brennan charge-and- 
deliver store. However, the St. Louis 
stores make no reduction to the customer 
who pays cash and carries away the goods 
he buys, except on those articles whose 
prices are regulated and for which two 
prices have been set by the Food Com- 
mittee. Brennan, in his cash-and-carry, 
or help-yourself, store, sells everything at 
a lower price than in his charge-and-de- 


liver place, except sugar, on which the 
Government has fixed a very narrow mar- 
gin of profit. 

Four cents a pound on Mocha and Java 


toffee is saved at the help-yourself store. | 


A considerable discrepancy between 
Webster Groves and St. Louis was found 
in the prices for bacon and smoked ham, 
the only kind of meats handled at the 
help-yourself store. Bacon selling there at 
42 cents a pound and the Brennan charge- 
and-deliver store at 50 cents, was quoted 
in St. Louis at 55 cents, either cash-and- 
carry or charge-and-deliver. On ham the 
relation of prices was 32 cents, 35 eents 


and 45 cents.

In dealing with the German prisoners, 
the British commanders of tae companies 
issue their orders through the German 
under officers, and the discipline is said 
to be maintained with Prussian rigor. 
They are paid a small wage, which goes 
to provide them with extra comforts at 
the canteen.

How Do the Germans Get Their ‘‘Smokes’’? 

NNOUNCEMENT that Holland had raised its 
A export prohibition on tobacco caused some hopes 
in German tobacco circles that the present 
scarcity would soon come to an end. These hopes hav¢ 
now been destroyed, however, for the free importation 
of tobacco is not yet in sight. All.imports of this 
product have to take place through the Taba handels- 
gesellschaft at Bremen, or by virtue of licenses issued 
by this concern; and the distribution of imported to- 
bacco is effected under its supervision. Only the most 
necessary amounts are imported in order to avoid, as 


far as possible, an unfavorable influence on the Ger-. 


man rate of exchange. Thus the imported amounts 
have little relation to those which were received be- 
for the war commenced. Most of the factories are 
permitted to have about two-thirds of their pre-war 
consumption. From the output of these plants, which 
is considerably reduced, 75 per cent is taken for army 
use, leaving a very small amount for distribution to 
the civil population. There is little present prospect 
of remedying the situation, which is admittedly rather 
serious, according to a recent article in Beilage zur 
Germania.
